Ex parte Quayle Action 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters:

B. In claim 11, line 8, after "polytetrafluoroethylene", "dispose" should be ~ 
disposed ~. 

C. In claim 11, line 2, "compromising" should be - comprising ~. 

D. Nonelected claims 18-23 should be cancelled. See sections 5 and 6, below. 

3. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex 
parte Quayle, 1935 CD. 1 1 , 453 O.G. 213.
